Milk  production  in  the  21  major  States  during  May  totaled 
1 1 .2  billion  pounds,  slightly  lower  than  production  in  these 
same  States  in  May  1991.  April  revised  production  at  10.9 
billion  pounds  was  slightly  less  than  April  1991. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21  major  States  averaged  1,360 
pounds  for  May,  21  pounds  more  than  May  1991. 

The  number  of  cows  on  farms  in  the  21  major  States  was 
8.25  million  head,  142,000  head  less  than  May  1991  and  the 
same  as  April  1992.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,393,831  pounds 
per  day  during  May  1 992.  On  a daily  basis  this  was  an 
increase  of  0.6%  from  the  previous  month  and  2.0% 
more  than  May  1 991 . y 

The  May  1992  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  136,208,772  pounds  or  52.2%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is  2.6 
points  less  than  last  month  and  0.4  points  more  than 
May  1991.  v 

The  average  butterfattest  for  gross  Class  I utilization 
was  2. 1 % for  May  1 992. 

Receipts  from  3,337  producers  by  23  pool  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  33  averaged  8,259,964  pounds 
daily  for  May  1 992.  On  a daily  basis  this  was  5.3%  more 
than  last  month  and  0.2%  more  than  May  1 991 . v 

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  70 
from  the  April  1992  total  and  decreased  by  100  from 
May  1991.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts  per 
farm  of  2,475  pounds  were  75  more  than  the  previous 
month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  78  pounds  more  than 
May  1 991 ,1/ 

The  May  1 992  Class  I price  was  $1 3.02  per  hundred- 
weight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants  in  Zone  3. 
This  was  23  cents  less  than  the  April  1 992  Class  I price 
and  96  cents  more  than  the  May  1 991  price.  Prices  for 
Class  I milk  in  parts  of  the  marketing  area  other  than 
Zone  3 reflect  the  specified  location  adjustment  of 
minus  24  cents  in  Zone  1 , minus  14  cents  in  Zone  2,  plus 
7 cents  in  Zone  4 and  plus  1 5 cents  in  Zone  5. 

The  Class  II  price  for  May  1 992  was  $1 2.07.  This  was 
96  cents  more  than  the  April  1992  Class  II  price  and 
$2.06  more  than  the  May  1991  Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $12.06  for  May  1992  was  60 
cents  more  than  the  previous  month  and  $1 .83  more 
than  the  May  1991  Class  III  price. 

The  June  1 992  Class  I price  will  be  $1 3.50  for  3.5% 
milk.
